Fits. 
A remarkable and hcroic cure of a 
long standing and apparently hoi)elcRs 
case nf fits has just been made public 
at Reading, anil is attracting tliO at- 
tention of physicians. 


The sul^ject is Willie Rothenberger, 
aged 8 years, i|pe son of Jjtcob H, Roth- 
enberger. 
At two years of age he be- 
gan to be afflicted with e]]ilep3y. The 
diseai-e gradually increased in intensi- 
ty nniil, when he was ö'^years of age, 
he sometimes had as nAny as twenty 
fits a day. 
He bccaine wasted to a 
skeleton, and his mind was so affected 
that be had to be cared for like an in- 
fant, 
He did not know his name nor 
where he lived, and lost the power of 
connected speech. 


A little^ more than a month 
ago, 
during a paroxysm, he fell out (»f a 
third story window to the pjivement 
below. 
His motlier hearing his fail, 
rushed out, but he had already risen 
and gone into the yard.. 
His face was 
covered with blot)d and he was evi- 
dently badly hurt, but in the midst of 
her fnght his mother was^ astonished to 
hear him speak in a rational manner 
and tell her that he had fallen out of 
the window. 
An examination showed 
that his lower bp was pariialiy lorn off, 
that his tongue was badly bitten, and 
that he vvas otherwise seriously ihuugh 
not dangerously bruised. 
He was tak- 
en to the Reading Hospital for treat- 
ment, and has just been discharged. 


Since his fall he has never had a fit, 
has grown stout and chubby, has be- 
come intelligent and bright, and is ap 
parently thori.ughly cured of the mala- 
which promised to send him to the 
ijrave an idiot. 
It is supposed that the 
fits were due to some abnormal lesions 
of the brain, which were corrected by 
the shock of the fall.

Samuel Bryner is an octogenarian 
angler, who lives at Ohio Pyle, twenty 
miles from Connellsville, Pa.

and a glossy skin with no hair*

Mrs. Mollie Hughes, a highly re- 
spected widow lady living near Cam- 


is afflicted with a 
unique and. most distressing disease, 
says the St. Louis Republ'c. 
Little by 
little the flesh of her entire body is 
turning to solid bone, or, in other 
words, she is becoming ossified. The 
disease was first noticed in iS86,when 
Mrs. Hughes was Mrs, Duychink, of 
Canon Rapids, 
At that time only a 
single finger was affected. 
Within a 
month after the time when Mrs. Duy- 
chink first noticed the numbness and 
stiffness of the finger it had been acci- 
dentally broken off while she was asleep. 
The incident gave the girl no pain, 
there being neither blood, nerves nor 
flesh left in the diseased members, but 
it exciied the alarm of the family, who 
called in a physician. 
The 
broken 
stump of the finger was amputated back 
to where the living flesh set on, and 
everything was thought to be all right. 


Soon the flesh, muscles, artei ies, 
veins and nerves on her hands, fingers 
and arms became as hard and feeling- 
less as the finger had been before it was 
broken 
off. 
Next the awful 
malady 
extended to the elbow, the forearms 
becoming as white and clear as alabas- 
ter. 
Within the year the toes and end 
of the nose and ear tips showed a like 
color and rigidness. 
The process 01 
ossification has now been going on 
nearly five years, and the attending 
physicians say that it is only a question ; 
of lime when the entire body of the 
poor victim will be a solid bone. It 
is a rare disease, and the pathology of 
it is little underhtood.

Raisins are merely dried grapes pre- 
pared by several processes, butiuEurope 
only two are generally practised. 
One 
of 
these 
consist 
iu partially 
cutting 
through the stalk of the ripening bunches 
and then allowing them to hang on the 
vines until the berries shrivel and dry by 
the heat of the sun. Theseare considered 
the besL raisins nnd are 
known as 
the 
Jrluscatels. 
Large? quantities are raised 
and exported from Malaga. 
In.the other 
process the 
grapes when gathered 
are 
hung on lines or spread out on drying 
floors to dry in the sun. 
When 
dried 
they arc dipped iu hoc lye, to which has^ 
been 
added a little olive oil and 
salt. 
After dipping tho fruit is spread out on 
wicker work to drain and dry still more, 
after which the raisins are stripped from 
the stalks and packed in boxes. 
But all 
the grapes from which raisins are made 
are dilferent from any of our 
native 
species nnd varieties, none of which will 
answer for raisins, as their pulp is 
not 
firm and hard enough, and when we 
undertake to dry them there ia little left 
but skin and seeds, 
Agood laisin grape 
must have a lle^h of a firm consistency, 
somewhat like that of a*good 
plume or 
prune, as the imported article is called. 
The raisins of California are made from 
the European varieties of the grape and 
not from any of the American species, 
Uaisin grapes will nut thrive iu Pennsyl- 
vania unless raised under glass, against 
wall», or other protected iiituutions,—

The officers connected with the As- 


sistant Attorney General's office of 
the Post Office Department have suc- 
ceeded, it is believed, in rendering 
abortive the attempts of the "Home 
Fascinator Company," of Montreal, 
Canada, to victimize many credulous 
Americans. 


This concern publishes a monthly 


journal called "The Home Fascina- 
tor." 
It advertised four prizes to be 


awarded to persons sending in the 
correct list of English words of not 
less than four letters constructed from 
the letters contained in the letters 
contained in the words, "The World's 
Fair." The prizes consisted of $1000 
in gold, a grand piano, at $400, and 
a sewing machine, estimated at £65, 
and a prize, consisting of a "silver tea 
set, gold lined, and valued at $120." 


They sent out thousands of notices 


as follows: "With pleasure we inform 
you that you are one of the successful 
competitors in the World's Fair word 
contest, and that you have been award- 
ed an elaborate silver tea set, gold 
lined. The cost of boxing, packing 
and shipping is $4-90, which amount 
kindly remit us by registered letter,3 
post office order, or express money 
order, and we will instruct our U- S. 
agency to ship the prize to you. To 
avoid mistakes you will oblige us by 
returning this letter with your full ad- 
dress written plainly in ink on the 
lines below." 


Canada has no Statute authorizing 


the stoppage of the payment of money 
orders or the delivery of registered let- 
ters addressed to a person working a 
fraud through the mails. The return 
of the circular letter destroyed written 
evidence of advice from the Fascinator 
Company to the victirn- 


It was thought there was no way to 


stop the fraud until it was suggested 
that all American terminal postoffices 
designated as exchange offices "with 
Canada should be treated as offices of 
destination, and the postmasters there 
at instructed by wire to refuse to cer- 
tify money orders or forward register- 
ed letters payable and directed to the 
Home Fascinator Company, Montreal. 
Canada, but to return the same to the 
offices o f origin, marked' -'Fraudulent.'' 


It is expected that many thousands 


of letters containing money will thus 
be restored to the writers. 


There will be a remarkable piece of

The officers connected with the As- 
sistant Attorney Generars oflice of 
the Post Onice Department have suc- 
ceeded, it is believed, in rendering 
abortive the attempts of the <'Home 
Fascinator Company," of Montreal, 
Canada, to victimize many credulous 
Americans. 


This concern publishes a monthly 
journal called ''The Home Fascina- 
tor." 
It advertised four prizes to be 
awarded to persons sending in the 
correct list of English words of not 
less than four letters constructed from 
the letters contained in the letters 
contained in the words, "The AVorld's 
Fair." 
The prizes consisted of $rooo 
in gold, a grand piano, at S400, and 
a sewing machine, estimated at 265, 
and a prize, consisting of a "silver tea 
«et, gold lined, and valued at $120." 


They sent out thousands of notices 
as follows: "With pleasure we inform 
you that you are one of the successful 
competitors in the World's Fair word 
contest, and that you have been award- 
ed an elaborate silver tea set, gold 
lined. 
The cost of boxing, packing 
and shipping is {54-90, which amount 
kindly remit us by registered letter/ 
ix)st office order, or express money 
order, and we will instruct our U. S. 
agency to ship the prize to you. 
To 
avoid mistakes you will oblige us by 
returning this letter with your full ad- 
dress written plainly in ink on the 
lines below." 


Canada has no Statute authorizing 
the stoppage of the payment of money 
orders or the delivery of registered let- 
ters addressed to a person working a 
fraud through the mails. 
The return 
of the circular letter destroyed written 
evidence of advice from the Fascinator 
Company to the victim. 


It was thought there was no way to 
stop the fraud until it was suggested 
that all American terminal postoffices 
designated as exchange offices with 
Canada should be treated as offices of 
destination, and the postmasters there 
at instructed by wire to refuse to cer- 
tify money orders or forward register- 
ed letters payable and directed to the 
Home Fascinator Company, Montreal, 
Canada, but to return the same to the 
offices of origin, marked "Fraudulent." 


It is expected that many thousands 
of letters containing money will thus 
be restored to the writers. 


There will be a remarkable piece of 
work on exhibition in the Vatican Mu- 
seum at Rome.

If 
a person who is not » trespasser en- 
ters an enclosure of another and is 
there attacked by a dog belonging to 
the owner of the premises,he may use 
whatever force is necessary to pre- 
vent the dt)g injuring his person. 
If 
he carmot eficape or protect himself 
otherwise, he may kill the dog. If be 
kills the dog for any other reason than 
self-protectionjhe is liable to the own- 
er in damages. 
If he is a mere tres- 
passer when the dog attacks him, he 
has no right to kill or injure the dog.

Every muscle 
should be 
rubbed 
thoroughly. 
Throw a medium 
weight blanket over the horse now, and 
let him stand until you have put the 
bandages on. 
Vsa 
tne same wash for 
the legs as for the 
body, but have it 
cold. 


After putting the wash on tho legs rub 
them well with the pahn of tlo hand, 
always rubbing down, never up. 
Put 
bandages on immediately aftei' rubbing, 
Kub 
all his heels perfectly dry, with 
clean, dry rage. 
Care should 
betaken 
iu this, as cracked heels are very stub- 
born and often lay a horse up for the 
season. 
Throw the blanUet up from his 
head aud scrape out all the wash that r(i- 
mains. 
Jlost of it will have entered the 
pores of tho body. 


Cover up tho shoulders and scrape tlie 
rcüt of his body; take 
a clean, dry rag 
aud rub him aU over lightly, always rub- 
Ijing with tho hair as much 
as possible. 
Now i>ut a light 
hood ou him pad an 


extra blanket over his loins, and after 
looking after bis heels again, walk him 
out for about five minutes ; thon brinrr him 
in, and should he have broken out any 
while walking, scrape him again lightly, 
after which give him another hirht rub- 
biuii for, say four or five minutes, when 
ho should airain be walked for about; ten 
minutes, aud again taken in and r\ibbed ! 
slightly, 
after which 
put on 
lighte; 
blankets, and coutiuue 
to rodtico tho 1 
weight as the heat leaves the body, 


VALUÏO OP A8UES AS A PKUTILIZKn. 
Tho value of ashes as a fertilizer de- 
pends upon tho quality of 
tho 
ashes 
themselves, upon tho character of tho 
soil upon which they are used, aud the 
needs of the crop which is to be grown. 
While their value is supposed to depend 
tuostly upon the amount of potash they 
contain, there arc certain other elements 
of some importance, such as carbonic 
acid, lime, phosphoric acid, magnesia 
and soda, which are valuable in certain 
soils. 
The amounts of all these vary in 
the ashes from dilFerent woods and other 
substances, but as a general rule it may 
bo considered that hard-wood ashes have 
more potash and phosphoric acid thau 
soft-wood ashes, aud 
the 
ashes from 
twigs aud young wood is strougcr than 
that from old wood. 
The amounts will 
also vary with tho heat to which they 
have been subjected in burning, as at a 
very high temperature the potash and 
sand or silicate of the ashes will unite by 
melting together into glass, so that the 
potash will not be soluble in water, and 
the plants cannot reach it. 
Old farmers 
know this, aud often speak of ashes as 
losing their value by being'»burned to 
death." 
Upon some soils the lime is 
very valuable aud perhaps more so than 
the potash. 
Aud on others the phos- 
phoric acid is of great importance. 
This 
will iu part explain why leached ashes 
seems to show as good results as un- 
Icached ashes upon some soils, although 
the potash is largely leached out of it. 
But another jjood result from ashes is 
their mechanical elTcct upon the soil. 
Being finer thau the loam soil, they mix 
with it and make it less porous, so that 
it holds water better aud draws up mois- 
ture 
from below 
more readily. 
Eut 
upon a dry soil they have an opposite 
elTcct, making it more porous amd less 
liable to bake and harden up. 
On such 
soils coal ashes often show a good result 
that is not due to the potash, as they 
have but little. 
It will bo seeu, then, 
that it is impossible to tell what pricc a 
farmer can allord to pay for ashts, as we 
cannot tell how strong the îishes are, or 
Low badly his soils needs the carbonic 
acid or lime or the potash they may con- 
tain. 
Experiment with them upon your 
laud, and if they show good results buy 
mo'rc liberally, aud use upon soils aud 
crops of similar character. 
As a general 
rule, it may be considered that ashes are 
valuable Avhcre potash is needed, and 
that they do not do as well upon cold 
and moist land its upon dryer and wariuer 
land. 
They bring in a variety of long 
green moss upon such soils, and many 
would not use them there if they could 
get 
them 
for nothing.—Boston Culti- 
valor.
